throp, after a consultation with the 
president Saturday, signed an order 
changing the system of navy 
yard 


organization. It provides for the ac- 
tual supervision of all work pertain- 
ing to* steam engineering by the in- 
spector of machinery, and makes that 
officer at each yard responsible for 
the character and cost of the work. 


"Under the new system 
a 
sharp 


line will be drawn between the work 
of the bureaus of construction and of 
engineering, and puts the direct exe- 
cution of work under a line engin- 
eer officer, who will work 
indepen- 


dently of the manager, a. naval con- 
struction. It will consolidate the force 
of workmen at the 
various 
yards, 


keeping them on one 
payroll, 
and 


•will prevent a-condition under which 
the men in one shop "might be en- 
gaged, 'and the men in another shop 
idle. 


"The change was- recommended as 


a part of the recommendation of the 
Sperry hoard and as finally agreed 
upon was • modified by a board com- 
posed :of Admiral Swift, commandant 
oE the .Boston Navy Yard; Admiral 
Leutze, commandant of the 
Wash- 


ington, navy yard, and Capt. Nichol- 
. son.

Quit Work In Pittsburg 


BUT ONE MAIL CAR RUNS 


Tie- up Is So Complete That Services 


In Many Churches Are Dispensed 
With — Railway Company Contract- 
Ing 
For 
Strikebreakers — Strikers 


Claim That Agreement Made With 
Them In April Was Broken 


Pittsburg, June 28.— Greater Pitls- 


burg walked Sunday during intermit- 
tent thunder showers and a broiling 
sun. 
Only one street car, carrying 


the United States mail, moved in the 
city or suburbs. 
Persons living in 


outer Allegheny county used hastily 
provided 
steam 
railroad 
shuttle- 


trains. 
On these trains the travel 


was extraordinarily light, BO much so 
that at noon the five minute sched- 
ules were replaced with an hourly ser- 
vice. 


Downtown Pittsburg was deserted 


the' entire day, -except at the head- 
quarters o£ the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Street and Electric Rail- 
way Employes and the offices of the 
Plttsburg Railways 
company. 
At 


union headquarters the strikers unit- 
edly declared for a long and hard- 
fought battle. 


At the offices of the Pittsburg Rail- 


ways company the executive officers 
consulted all 
day, 
planning 
their 


campaign to break the. strike and to 
settle the traction tie-up quickly. 


The day was marked by but one 


clash between union men and would- 
be strikebreakers. Two negroes ap- 
plied to the superintendent at 
the 


Homestead car barns for situations 
and were set upon by alleged union 
sympathizers and chased 
from 
the 


district. 
No arrests were made. 


Conveyances were. soon placed at a 


premium by enterprising wagon and 
cab owners. The taxlcaha oC the city 
did a huge business and were allowed 
to break speed limits to handle the 
Inter-resident traffic. 
At many of the 


churches morning and afternoon ser- 
vices were dispensed with. 


An agent for a strikebreaking con- 


cern was heard from in Latrobe, a 
short distance from Here. It was sai<J 
he had contracted for 200 foreigners 
to come to^Pittsburg to man the cars 
during the trouble. 


In this connection it Is known that 


for the past three or four weeks the 
Pittsburg Railways company has an- 
ticipated a general strike of their em- 
ployes. 
Extra 
crews 
have 
been 


broken In on all lines throughout the 
city and environs. 


•Thirty-five hundred men are affect- 


ed .by the strike. The grievances .of 
the men include th'e charge of dis- 
crimination against union men; a de- 
mand for proper .hearings for the dis- 
charged men; longer lunch hours and 
the installation of buHetin boards in 
the car barns announcing layoffs. . 


The union men also claim that an, 


agreement made with the Pittsburg 
Rail ways'" company ; In April, cover- 
ing the demans of the union, has been 
repeatedly broken and that the strike 
is really th'e result of the railway com- 
pany breaking faith.

Which Crime, According to All In- 
dications, Was Committed 


St. Michaels, Md., June 2S.—The 


theory that Edith M. Woodill was 
lured to "Lame Bob" Eastman's lone- 
ly bungalow without knowledge of 
where she was going, and that she 
was 
drugged 
and 
detained 
there 


against her will, was advanced when 
a further search of the shack, which 
the superstitious 
folk of the neigh- 


borhood tvill also shun as haunted, 
revealed a small bottle which con- 
tained a mixture of narcotic drugs. 
There were strong traces of morphine 
in the nearly empty phial. 


This discovery tends to bear out the 


theory which the people of the com- 
munity who knew and loved the girl 
long have wanted to believe. 
They 


never have listened to the idea that 
she was Involved In a drunken orgy at 
the bungalow and have contended thai 
she lost her life in repulsing the ad- 
vances of the man who acknowledged 
his guilt by snuffing out his life when 
It seem.ed. that the hands of the law 
were about to be laid upon him. 


Sunday's Investigations led the au- 


thorities still further away from the 
idea that any one other than East- 
man had a hand in the murder. 
It is 


inconceivable, they liold, that East- 
man could have invited friends to visit 
his unfinished bungalow in the condi- 
tion it was. The place, only hall 
completed, offered no 
accommoda- 


tions for visitors whatever. A single 
bed, poorly fitted up; a table and a 
washstand completed the equipment 
of furniture in the shack. 
Eastman 


himself slept in the place but infre- 
quently. 


The. sheriff late Saturday seized all 


of Eastman's meagre' household ef- 
fects to satisfy an action for debt 
brought by a Jocal creditor, and the 
bungalow was empty Sunday. 


The search of the cabin revealed 


further evidence that the murder was 
/committed there. 
Concealed beneath 


the floor was found the small drug 
bottle. At the place where the head 
of the bed had rested; part of the 
;-'older flooring had been ripped up and 
new planks had 
been laid 
loosely 


down. 
Beneath the planks the floor 


;beam had been newly scraped with -a 
chisel or some other sharp instru- 
ment. 
But the efforts to rembVe' all 


.bloodstains had 
failed. 
They 
still 


•were there, and the ground below had 
absorbed -a quantity of the. girl's 
blood. 


In a new made grave, not fifty feet 


from the crime which led him to his 
death, Eastman's body was laid away 
Sunday. 
The undertakers.and their 


assistants, a little band of newspaper 
men and a few Idle persons morbidly 
attracted to the strange funeral pro- 
cession, were the only persons at the 
grave. With bared heads they repeat- 
ed the familiar words of the Lord's 
Prayer. No church or churchyard of 
the vicinity would open its doors, or 
gates to the dead man. 


A more lonely spot could not well be 


imagined than where the bungalow 
stands. 
Scrub pines form a back- 


ground , while In front a green marsh 
leads away through tl>e shore grasses 
to ihe open waters of Broad creek.

The new constitutions! referendum 


in Maine bids i7air LO be thorough- 
ly tested.. 


Three petitions for 
reiereadvsnis, 


bearing the necessary ten thousand 
certified signatures of voters, have 
been filled -with the secretary of state 
at Augusta., one of those applies to 
the "one per-cent bill" by which the 
sale is forbidden of any liquor for 
beverage purposes If such sale would 
require the paying of the 
United 


States internal revenue tax. It would 
shut out "uno beer" by reducing tie 
legal alcohol contents of the beverage 
from three per cent to one per cent. 
The second is the Portland bridge 
bill, giving the Boston and Maine 
railroad Certain privileges to which 
the city of Portland objects, in the 
construction of an overhead bridge 
at. certain dangerous grade crossings 
in that city. 
The city government 


appropriated ¥1,000 to be expended 
in procuring the signatures ior 
a 


refersndums. 
The third is the pro- 


posed division of the town ot York. 


LVn active cazivas is in progress for 


signatures for two other references 
to the people—The bill dividing the 
to the people—Ttie bill for a $-350,000 
addition to the State House at Au 
gusta, and the bill for the exclusion 
of automobiles from Mount Deseri 
island. The time for filing petitions 
expires at midnight on July 2, so we 
will soon know what bills are to be 
appealed from the legisalure to ".he 
people. 
If the Portland, York and Mount Do 
sert island biiis are vetoed by the 
peo-jie. it will establish an important 
precedent, and make it practically 
certain that in the future the legis 
lature will r:ot enact many hard and

THE SCOUR|NCi RUSH. ..'. 


A Outer Plant TKat C*n; B», Changed 


Into a Mineral. 


The scourl <j rusli. Equiseturp hle- 


inale, is an interesting plant which has 
been put to practical use. In old times. 
Its hollow, filnty stems were In great 
repute for kitchen cleaning purposes. 
The stems nre hollow nnd are easily 
separated at the joints. If one would 
uutisfy himself as to the peculiar prop- 
erly that first suggested the use of this 
rush for scouring purposes he has only 
to draw a joint across the edge of his 
teeth to find it like a file. 


A very pretty chemical experiment 


is frequently made with the rush. It 
one takes a small vial of-nitric acid 
luto which any ordinary lead is im- 
mersed he.will quickly see U.dissolve, 
literally eaten up by the ucld. 
But 


what does the scouring rush dp under 
such circumstances? 


Immediately upon Its Introduction 


to the acid the sizzling process begins. 
The greeu pulp of the stem Is grad- 
ually consumed, the tube, however, 
still retaining its shape, becoming paler 
and paler in color until after a few 
hours the specimen Is transformed Into 
n pure wMte alabaster-like column 
which defies any further attack from 
the acid. 


On taking It from the vial and wash- 


ing it carefully In running water the 
operator holds In his hands n beauti- 
ful tube of pure, glassy flint, or sllez. 
an object of great microscopic, beauty 
of construction. The scouring rush Is 
no longer a vegetable, but a mineral, 
and in observing Its skeleton of stone 
the secret of its utility as a scouring 
brush Is easily understood.—New York 
Tribune.

It Is Important that you retain the re- 
ceipt given you, for at uncertain In- 
tervals n. "coutrolleur" gets on the 
car and examines nil receipts, puts his 
0. K. on them with a rubber stsimp 
and compares the result with the man- 
ifest or log carried by tho eon'dueto'r.
